“IT cannot see the origin of man in 
America, but he seems to have been 
here earlier than ever suspected. An- 
cient bones have been found which 
duplicate nearly every tool which has 
been accepted from other parts of the 
world as work of civilized, though 
primitive, man,’ 

Cook and parties.of the American 
Museum of Natural History have iden- 
tified in the bones 150 races of mam- 
mals, apparently worked into awls, 
serapers, and polished decorations. 
Sandstone, which does not exist in the 
region, was also found bearipg marks 


that’may have been made artificiadly., 


in sharpening tools. 

“It is hard to see,” Cook seid, “how 
the bones could have been fashioned 
by natural erosion. If we can prove 
that they were artificially worked, 
they are bone tools of a comparatively 
intelligent people of a tong time ago.” 

The bones were those of animals 
of semi-tropical climate, including a 
dozen races of three-toed horses, cam- 
els that ranged from very small to 
immense size, deer and antelope com- 
parable to African kinds, and cats 
tar larger than any existing today. 

Some were split lengthwise and 
carried marks possibly made by man; 
some had holes bored’ centrally 
through the entire length; others 
were polished, evenly designed, or 
bored with regular holes in their 
sides, 

More definite evidences 
man from New Mexico, 
Texas and Colorado were 
as carrying back human 
from 20,000 to 500,000 years. 

“Arrowheads from Yuma _ county, 
Colorado,” Cook said, “indicate skill 
not exceeded in the history of stone 
work. In beauty and workmanship 
they are equal to the finest things 
done by stone age men in Europe. 

“Tools made of extinct bison and 
elephant bones may date back 20,000 
to 40,000 years ago, and are as good 
as Europe's best. 

“The strongest evidence has been 
found in Frederick, Okla., where ma- 
terial appears to date back at least 
to the first half of the last 1,000,000 
There are arrows, superbly 
chipped, unlike anything found. 

“There is doubt, so ancient are the 
remains, but all evidence points in the 
same direction. There is nothing 
negative except the belief in many 
minds that American man was not 
that old.” 

Such well known anthropologists 
as Fay-Cooper Cole, University of 
Chicago, and Carl E. Guthe, Univer- 
sity of Michigan, considered the evi- 
dence “not as proof but surely worthy 
of consideration.” 

“I am satisfied,” Dr. Cole said, 
“that bison remains found in New 
Mexico associated with artifacts were 
kills made by man. Either we must 
revise our notions of the antiquity of 
man or the animals carried on into 
times during which they have been 
held to be extinct.”

It is good, he believes, that | 
they are to play an important part 
in setting our standard. 

Professor Edwards thinks that the ' 
great fault .m American speech is a, 
harshness of tone. The English actor, 
he said, when he goes on the stage 
to imitate an American, puckers up 
his vocal strings and gives his voice 
a “nosey” quality. If you'd let bim, 
Professor Edwards would stick his fin- 
ger down your throat and show you 
what causes that. 

The coming American standard, ; 
Protessor Edwards believes, will elimi- 
nate many common faults in diction, 
apparent in every section of the coun- 
try. The pronounciation of the word 
“rubber,” for instance, will eventually 
become standardized as it is pro- 
nounced by southerners and eastern- 
ers. The last “r’ will never be heard. 

The southern Illinois “Egyptians,” 
as another example, who use such lan- 
guage as “try a piece of this here now 
aig bread,” will eventually be speak- 
ing in a totally different manner. 

“The radio and talkies will stand- 
ardize our speech rapidly,” Professor 
Edwards said. “The process will be 
the greatest example of a change in 
speech in the history of the world. 
The radio announcers and speakers 
are beginniag to standardize their 
talk. he movie field is developing 
the good voices. Many of the actresses 
who were worshipped in the days of 
silent pictures are no more. ‘They 
lost their sex appeal the minute they 
‘opened their mouth. Our language, 
due to these two influences, and the 
added influence of rapid travel, is 
undergoing a remarkable change.”

Under.a ruling of the Georgia pub- 
lie service commission motor, bus and 
freight truck operators are liable to 
the new state mileage tax for the last 


quarter of 1929, it was announced 
Monday by William B. Harrison, 
comptroller general. 

The commission’s ruling was on a 
question of whether the mileage tax 
became due on January 1, or after 
the commission assumed jurisdiction

The law is that passenger buses of 
less than 10 capacity are liable to a 
tax of one-fourth of a cent per mile. 
Those with a capacity of from 10 to 
20 pay one-half a cent and larger

buses three-fourths of a cent. 
Trucks are taxed according to load 
capacity, three-fourths of a cent per 
mile on those of 5,500 pounds capaci- | 
ty and two cents per mile on those 
of larger capacity. 
Every bus operator is required to 
deposit $75 per quarter as surety for 
the payment of the tax.

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BY CHINA'S STAND 


No Undue Haste in Enforc- 
ing Native Law 
Indicated. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—P)— 
American officials were undisturbed 
tonight over the week-end develop- 
ments on abolition of foreign extra- 
territorial rights in China by a man- 
date of the Chinese government. 

Most important of these develop- 
ments was the receipt at the state 
department today of the text of the 
Chinese decree abolishing the rights 
on January 1. ‘The attitude in offi- 
cial circles, which generally led to 
the calm reception of the action of 
the Chinese government, was that } 
the interested foreign powers unite in 
opposition, little can be done by the 
Chinese to enforce the decree. 

The effect of enforcement of the 
decree would be to take from approxi- 
mately 100 foreign consular courts 10 
China the hearing of cases concern- 
ing foreigners in that country with 
extraterritorial. privileges. These cases 
would be heard by Chinese courts. 
Decisions would be handed down with- 
out the participation of consular juris- 
diction granted by treaties. 

Not To Rush. 


The statement of C. T. Wang, for- 
eign minister of the Nanking govern- 
ment, indicating that the Chinese 
were willing to discuss the plan, was 
taken here tonight to point to an .in- 
clination to proceed without undue 
haste. 

The text of the mandate was re- 
ceived from the American legation in 
Peiping after having been communi- 
cated to Howard Bucknell, Jr., of- 
ficial of the legation at Nanking, by 
Minister Wang. A _ personal note 
from the minister to Bucknell accom- 
panied the text. 2 

Nelson T. Johnson, former assist- 
ant secretary of state in charge of 
far eastern affairs, and newly ap- 
pointed minister to China, will leave 
to take up the duties of hi. new post 
January He conferred today with 
President Hoover but their topics 
were not divulged. The extraterri- 
toriality question will be the most 
important, so far as can be foreseen 
now, with which he will have to deal 
upon his arrival in China. 


Governments Converse. 


The new minister has been carry- 
ing on conversations wi Minister 
Wu of China regarding relinquish- 
ment of the American rights. Under- 
secretary Cotton, in the absence of 
Secretary Stimson, indicated today 
that it was the policy of the Wash- 
ington government to carry on these 
conversations with a view to possible 
future relinquishment of the extra- 
ly emphatic, however, in reiterating 
territorial privileges. 

American officials were particular- 
that the American government does 
not approve of any immediate relin- 
quishment of the rights, either under 
a decree of abolition by the Chinese 
+ by voluntary action of Washing- 
on. 

As pronounced by Secretary Stim- 
son, the United States feels that a 
gradual relinquishment of the rights 
should proceed at the same time as 
the Chinese establish and make effec- 
tive a modern code of laws. 

John Van A. MacMurray, former 
minister to China, who arrived recent- 
ly from Peiping, ha# been in daily 
conferences with department officials 
and has assisted in shaping policies 
with regard to the problem. 

1 of the interested powers are 
keeping in close touch through diplo- 
matic channels, but details of these 
discussions have not been disclosed.

ALFRED NORRIS

| 70 BE RE-OPENED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(/)— 
The government has decided to reopen 
the case of Alfred E. Norris, of 
New York, which involved the guilt 
of the purchaser of liquor shipped to 
him at his own request. 

The department of justice an- 
nounced today that it had decided to 
ask the supreme court to review the 
decision of the circuit court of ap- 
peals which reversed the conviction 
of Norris on a charge of conspiracy 
to transport liquor. 

Norris, on several occasions be- 
tween October, 1926, and February, 
1928, telephoned to a man in Phil- 
adelphia orders for liquor to be de- 
livered in New York, it was charged. 
The liquor was shipped to Norris 
by express in packages naming ficti- 
tious consignors. 

The Norris case dealt only with 
conspiracy to transport and did not 
involve the question of the guilt of 
the purchaser alone.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Dee. 30.—() 
Francisco Guzman was shot and kill- 
ed, his wife was. shot in the leg and 
their three-month-old baby badly beat- 
en in a fight at Guzman’s ranch, four 
miles south of Tijuana in Lower Cali- 
fornia yesterday.

BRITISH WHITE PAPER 
NOT AGAINST US VEN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(?)— 
Secretary Stimson in a statement to- 
day said that the “British white pa- 
per,’ an interpretation of obligations 
created by the League of Nations, 
does not state that there could be no 
neutrals in any future war. 

He said that the paper in question 


contains nothing contrary to the Unit- 
ed States position as a signatory of 
the Kellogg-Briand pact. 

Mr. Stimson said that the assertion 
had been credited to the “White Pa- 
per” that in any future war there 
could be no neutrals and that it had 
apparently “been assumed here that 
this assertion had been made by the 
British govertiment as a general fact 
without any limitations, and that the 
British government contended that 
this situation followed as a result of 
the execution of the Kellogg-Briand 
pact.” 

The secretary added that he had re- 
ceived a copy of the “White Paper” 
and after reading it carefully had 
found that these assumptions as to 
the position of the British government 
were unfounded. 

“The argument made by the Brit- 
ish government,” he said, “was based 
upon the relations of that government 
to its fellow members in the League 
of Nations; and upon the obligations 
assumed by members of that covenant, 
and its argument was that ‘as between 
members of the league there can be 
no neutral rights because there can 
be no neutrals.’ 

“Their argument thus does not ap- 
ply to the position of the United 
tates as a signatory of the Kellogg- 
Briand pact,” Mr. Stimson continued. 
“As has been pointed out many times, 
that pact contains no covenant simi- 
lar to that in the covenant of the 
League of Nations providing for joint 
forceful action by the various signa- 
tories against an aggressor.”

The unrest in India arising from 
the failure of the British govern- 
mént to keep its pledges of greater 
measures of home rule to the peo- 
ple of that vast dependency is grow- 
ing ominous.

The East Indians are not in con- 
ditions that would make any armed 
revolt possibly successful. They 
have tried that in other eras only 
to be cruelly crushed and shot to 
atoms at the cannon’s mouth. So 
their wiser leaders are employing 
the more subtle and sapping proc- 
ess of stolid refusal to assist and 
support the alien regime of British 
government. They will refuse to 
elect local administrators, to en- 
gage in local legislation, to pay 
taxes except through distraints and 
to buy any British goods that they 
can do without. 

Thosé are weapons that will give 
more trouble to the British rulers 
both in India and in England than 
guns and cannon. The policy will 
act like invisible and pungent tear 
gas upon the politicians and goods- 
producers of Great Britain, and the 
balance of the world will watch the 
outcome of this new-fashioned 
bloodless warefare with intense 
curiousity. 

Our Filipino dependents can use 
no such means to coerce us. They 
cannot worry us with a buyers’ boy- 
cott, because we would scarcely feel 
the absence of their trade with us 
fog our goods and we have a. large 
body of folk in this country who are 
eager to end the free importation 
of Philippine products that compete 
with American products.

‘Health Talks

THE TIN DOCTOR RACKET IS 
TOUGH ON TONSILS. 


So far as we know, the appendix, 
the tonsils and the wisdom teeth have 
no essential function and are of no 
use to modern man. Some barbers 
who have changed over into the drug- 
‘less healing business hypothesize a 
function for the appendix—it becomes 
the oil can of the alimentary tract— 


and maybe a minority of adults over 
25 can still show a wisdom tooth or 
two, though for all that they don’t 
know what to do with the annoying 
third molars when they’ve got them, 
further than to let the dentist play 
around with ’em. As for the ton- 
sils— 

Now I say quite frankly we don’t 
know that the tonsils have any func- 
tion, nor do we know they haven't. 
We, of course, means physicians, 
physiologists, anatomists, scientists, 
you and I, intelligent folk generally. 
The ideas promoted by quacks, cult- 
ists and vendors of mail-order “health” 
bunk about this should not detain 
the sensible inquirer long. It is not 
unreasonable to assume & phagocytic 
function in infancy and early child- 
thood ‘for the lymphoid or adenoid tis- 
sue composing the greater part of the 
tonsils and the pharyngeal tonsil 
(called “adenoids” when enlarged), 
and occurring again in the wall o 
the appendix. around the opening or 
mouth of that vestigial remnant of 
'the digestive tube of remote ancestors. 
By “phagocytic funetion”’. I mean the 
scavenger function of the white blood 
corpuscles and the cells of lymphoid 
tissue:,such cells ingest and destroy 
bacteria invading the tissues. But«this 
function of lyfphoid tissue .is at best 
a feeble excuse for the preservation of 
these useless structures when disease 
or bacterial invasions have gained a 
foothold. 


That the tonsils have no essential 
‘function in yeuth or adujthood is no 
more reason for removing thé tonsils 
in any case than is the uselessness of 
the appendix a just cause for opera- 
tion in that quarter. 


The present-day nose and throat 
specialists, surgeons and even a minor- 
ity of regular physicians, do not ad- 
vise far too many tonsil operations 
without jast cause or provocation. As 
evidence to warrant this assertion, I 
cite the scientific report of Albert S. 
Welch, M. D., of the findings in 
pathological examinations made on 
1.000 tonsils removed in a typical dis- 
pensary or public clinic in Kangas 
City. Our ever-ready operators and 
“clinic” chiefs who operate in whole- 
sale lots often on the snap diagnosis

Worse still, it must be 
told, in the operations which were 
possibly justified, large pieces of 
throat muscle were cut out along with 
'more or less of the tonsil in 13.9 per 


i'cént of cases. ‘Fhe report does‘ not 


give further clues as to the complete- 
ness of removal of tonsils at these 
operations, but when the surgeon cuts 
out portions of *throat muscle it is 
fairly obvious that he can’t be sure 
just. what he is or'is not removing. 

A pertinent remark at the close of 
the report is worth quoting here—for 
the benefit of the little tin doctor 
racket: 

“When several pairs of tonsils weré 
removed on the same day from :differ- 
ent members of the same family, one 
pair ‘usually bore evidence of infec- 
| tion und the others were not altered.”

CHARGE GUARDSMEN 


STOLE WHISKY. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., Dec. 30. 
(P)—While an investigation of: the 
slaying of three rum runners by coast 
guardsmen was in progress here to- 
day, a second inquiry was begun into 
the alleged theft of liquor by guards- 
men from the Flor del Mar, a rum 
runner, seized Saturday night with 
4,000 cases aboard. 

Captain L. T. Chalker, chief of 
staff, acted after an altereation in 
which two men, one a sailor attached 
to the submarine base and the other 
a guardsman, were assaulted in a 
rooming house‘ here. 

Five guardsmen were taken into 
custody late today by coast guard of- 
ficials and face court martial, 

A thorough search of all patrol 
boats and destroyers and of men com- 
ing and going was ordered by Captain 
Chalker. 

Guardsmen arrested by New Ton- 
don police admitted, the police say, 
that liquor they had been drinking at 
a party early today .attended by. sev- 
eral. mémbers . 6f the evast guard’s 
basketball team, had been stolen from 
the Flor del Mar. The rum runner 
was towed into port here Sunday 
morning, and was unloaded last night.

Of all sections of the Wnited 
States, he: said, the region west of 
the Mississippi between the years 
1810 and 1850 has made probably the 
richest addition to the American 
language. The lumber camps and the 
gold mines, probably were thé greatest 
contributots.

U.S. CRIME INCREASE 
IS NATURAL GROWTH 


Vollmer, of Chicago U., 
Says Ratio Is Direct to 
Population. 


NEW ORLEANS. Dec. 30.—(4)— 
Crime has been increasing in the Unit- 
ed States in exact ratio to the in- 
crease of population, regardless of 
all talk of “crime waves” and re- 
ports of crime commissions, August 
Vollmer, criminologist of the Univer- 


sity of Chicago, and for many years 
chief of police of Berkeley, Cal., to- 
day told the American Political Sci- 
ence Association convention. 

Mr. Vollmer asserted that. accord- 
ing to all available statistics, the 
criminal population is proportionate- 
ly the same as it has been at any 
time in the past 50 years, and that 
the proportion of crime was about 
the same. 

The criminologist, discussing crime 
prevalence, said that the average po- 
liceman is not trained for his job. 

“When a good man gets a chief- 
ship or police commissionership, it is 
purely an accident,” he affirmed. “It 
is usually because he happens to be 
not only a good policeman but a good 
politician, and such a man is not like- 
ly to hold bis job long.” 

Vollmer said that a comparison of 
crime conditions in America and Eu- 
rope was not fair, because European 
cities have a more homogeneous pop- 
ulation, fewer automobiles, more 
fixed standards and a better 
fined community life.

AAU LEADER 
PREDICTS FINE. 
ATHLETIC ERA 


Brundage Says Amateur 
Sports Will Surpass 
- Present Day Scope. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Speaking 
at a general discussion of college and 
school athletics as described by the 
Cargenie Foundation’s famous “bulle 
tin 23,” Avery Brundage, of 
cago, president of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, today predicted “an era 
of amateur athletics that will far sur- 
pass what we already have.” 

Agreeing that abuses’ exist, Mr. 
Brundage related how. the Chicago 
Athletic Association was forced to 
abandon the sport of track and field 
because of the demands of athletes 
who had -received subsidies at college 
and sought similar inducements from 
the club. 

“Tf all the hullabaloo of the foot- 
ball seasa&W is designed solely for the 
physical fraining of some 40 or 50 
men.on the squad,” said Mr. Brun- 
dage, “it’s all wrong—it’s all foolish- 


ness.” 
NEED, 

The need, he declared, is for the 
development of a higher standard of 
amateur sportsmanship among all 
those connected with this and other 
sports, whether in a competitive or 


a spectator, 

Taking an optimistic view, Mr. 
Brundage said, “we are learning that 
the public and the press demand when 
we have rules that they must be lived 
up to” and forecast a general im- 
provement through a closer adherence 
to the principals of amateurism in 
amateur sport. 

“Bulletin 23” was hailed by Dr. 
Charles W. Kennedy, of Princeton, 
as “one of the greatest services that 
could be performed for amateur sport 
in this or any other country.” While 
noting improvement in the conditions, 
as described in the report, Dr. Ken- 
nedy declared “there is still a very 
great responsibility resting upon us.” 

' REFRESHING. 

True amateur athletics are a_ re- 
freshing influence “in these days 
when there is almost nothing that 
does not have a price tag attached,” 
Dr. Kennedy said. He urged that 
every effort be made to keep them 
free of commercial taint. 
| As to the contention that a stu- 
'dent athlete is entitled to share some 
of the gate receipts as a reward for 
his “services,” Dr. Kennedy declared: 

“We do not look at it that way at 
Princeton. We owe the athlete noth- 
ing. On the contrary he receives 
from the university the privilege of 
bearing the Princeton colors and he 
must bear them in the right way.”

EATS A SLICE: 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 30.—(4)—By 
speedily establishing the presence of 
poison in nine Christmas fruit cakes, 
the United States food and drug ad- 
mifiistration not only protected the 
persons who might have eaten them 
but also probably saved the life of 
the woman who baked them. | 

Her case had baffled physicians up 
to the time the analysis was made. 
Now she is being treated for, poisoning, 
and is responding, though still se- 
riously ill. : 

Inspector G. P. Larrick, who traced 
eight fruit cakes in this region and 
one to Quebec, Canada, today told the 
peculiar circumstances which led to 


the investigation but refused to reveal | 


the name of any of the persons con- 
cerned, 
“The fruit cake first was brought 


‘to our laboratories by a physician,” he 


said. “He had been treating a woman 
who was very ill of some sort of 
poisoning, but he could not establish 
its nature. The symptoms might have 
indicated one of several poisons. 

“It just chanced that he was in- 
vited to the home of a dentist friend, 
and*the doctor and his wife and the 
dentist and his wife sampled the 
Christmas fruit cake. All four became 
ill. The ductor asked where the fruit 
cake had been purchased, and when he 
learned that it was at the home of his 
patient he at once thought of the 
possibility that he might have hit 
upon the ailment.”

Tax 
sales made tomorrow must be for 
eash, as regular transactions will not 
be cleared until January 2. 

Little Coveriain. 

Much of the short interest has re- 
frained from covering at this time for 
the same reason that many persons 
long of stock have been selling; that 
is, to hold down income taxable dur- 
ing 1930. Shorts who successfully 
refrain from taking their profits until 
after the turn of the year will not be 
taxed on them until 1931.
